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HANDICRAFT 


Although much the subsistence food comes from the sea, 
food products the land are considered more essential live- 
lihood. Moreover, the products the land 
creases when taken into account that all the materials 
used for house building, boats, canoes, and the many articles 
handicraft used everyday living including cooking utensils, 
Sleeping mats and other house furnishings are derived 
land. Handicraft for use made mainly from the leaf the 
coconut and the leaf the pandanus. 


Utility Baskets 


Green coconut leaf used for making many types tempo- 
rary baskets. One the most carrying baskets called 
made from single large coconut frond.

Coconut Fiber 


fine fiber prepared from young coconut leaves. This 
the finest and most durable fiber that used any type 
handicraft Ifokil. Young coconut fronds that have not yet 
unfurled are selected. The leaves are cut off the rib and the 
rib discarded. The inner layer the leaf then stripped 
off and the outer layer which tough and transparent 
tained. The old method extracting the fiber was make 
scratch through the inner layer across the leaf. The inner 
layer was gripped the teeth and the outer fiber pulled free. 
The Japanese introduced method that much more effective. 
The leaf placed block with the outside down. dull 
knife such table knife pressed against the leaf. The 
inner layer stripped the leaf quickly pulling the 
leaf under the knife. The fibers are boiled fresh water for 
about half hour, after which they are cooled cold fresh 
water. They are split into strips about one eighth one half 
inch wide depending upon the use for which they are intended, 
Then they are tied bundle and hung the shade dry. 
dry, they are placed the sun for about half hour 
bleach. Care must taken avoid leaving them the sun too 
long the fiber has tendency turn red and blue. The 
fibers will sorted and cut even lengths and straightened 
out pulling through the fingers. They are then ready for 


This fiber used for making fine hats that the men save 
for church and public occasions and for the best quality hats 
that are sold. Coconut fiber has several advantages over 
danus. finer, has more glossy finish, will wear longer 
and, contrast pandanus fiber, will take dye. Its main 
disadvantage that too much work involved its prepa- 
ration and because its fineness takes too long plait. 


Cord made fiber from green coconut husks called 
pwel considered women's work, but old men can 
often seen passing the time rolling coconut fiber their 
legs when they have nothing else do. For this purpose husks 
green coconuts ere large bag (keminponape) and 
the lagoon for several months. the husks are 
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extremely soft they are taken out and beaten rock sepa- 

rate the fibers from the rest the husk. The fibers are then 

laid out dry, after which they are ready for rolling into 
number the fibers are rolled into tuft about ten 
inches long. Many such tufts are rolled out before the work 
begins. woman starts make cord she rolls the end 
one tuft into another her thigh adding tufts until she gets 
cord the desired length. Several lengths pwel are 
twisted together make rope. 


Pandanus Fiber 


Pandanus plays much more important part handicraft for 
sale and the manufacture mats for use. Most the hats 
for use well for sale are made from pandanus. the 
pandanus raised can used for making handicraft but 
some are more suitable than others. the twenty-three vari- 
eties, unmang far the best that put class 
itself. Unmang the only type pandanus that used for 
making hats. made from unmang are more attractive and dur- 
able than those made from other types pandanus. All fine 
mats for sale are made from 


While was Mokil the people were told the Island 
Trading Company that mats single thickness pandanus fiber 
would longer purchased. few weeks later when noticed 
that most the women were still making single mats reminded 
them what the Company had said. The people knew well 
did that the Company had made such ruling but they knew also 
that standards had been set before the various Companies 
which had not been followed. Since the ruling had not gone into 
effect until after the last ship was there women who had brought 
single mats had received just much money those whose 
mats were double, and all the mats, single and double, had been 
the next trading time most the single mats 
were not bought and the people became indignant. Resistance 
making double mats was based upon the limited supply unmang 

andnot upon the extra work involved. the people felt 
that the price ten cents per square foot did not make 
worth their while and went far say that they would stop 
making them. 


Because its superior quality unmang prepared more 
carefully than other types pandanus. The green leaves are 
stripped their center vein and saw edges. Then they are 
toughened heating over coals, and cut into strips desired 
widths--one eighth inch for making hats and one half inch for 
making mats. The strips are then put the sun for hour. 
The bleaching can accomplished scaking the fibers cold 
fresh water and then drying the sun for hour so. After 
the fiber has been brought from the sun and has been allowed 
cool carefully rubbed over spoon make pliable. 
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this stage the fiber can easily broken has not 
lost the heat the sun before spooning. 
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Other varieties pandanus are stripped their saw 
edges and center vein, and the remainder then fired the 
same way unmang. The whole leaves are then spread out 
the sun for about week. this stage the leaves have 
become rather stiff and are curled up. Each leaf softened 
and flattened rubbing against smooth upright post with 
shoeshine motion, and then rolled up. These rolls are pounded 
make them more pliable. not until this point 
reached that the leaves are cut into strips suitable size 
for plaiting. the pandanus not pounded becomes stiff 
and unworkable after few days. The center vein and the saw 
edges can removed after firing but must removed before 
drying. 


The most utilitarian mats are not made from green 
pandanus leaves, but from dry ones that have fallen the 
ground. The only treatment given the dry leaves strip 
away the center vein and the saw edges and flatten the leaf 
against smooth vertical post. Pieces pandanus fiber are 
braided form cord small rope. The artisan, 
who during the first stage works sitting down with her legs 
stretched out front her, attaches the cord loop 
her big toe. The base ends the leaves which have been 
notched into are tied into the cord pairs each 
side along its length. Each side plaited separately form 
half the mat. The end result mat with ridge down the 
center the under side where the leaves are tied the cord. 
One these mats can made single day. Mats that are 
made out dried leaves are used for such things drying 
copra, carrying rubbish when they are policing the grounds and 
covering pit breadfruit. 


better quality mat made the same way out whole 
pandanus leaves that have been gathered while still green and 
then fired and dried. These are called sleeping mats and are 
used primarily for this purpose. Every household has several 
fine mats and numerous coarser ones made from either dry 
green pandanus leaves, 


temporary mat for drying copra made plaiting two 
coconut fronds Both sides each frond are first 
plaited themselves and then the outer edges the two are 
joined together form mat. The stem each frond forms 
the strong rim which the mats can readily picked up. Such 
mats can only used for one coconut cutting before being 
discarded. 


The finest sleeping mats are made from pandanus fiber that 
has been cut into strips half inch less width. These 
take many hours prepare and are considered one the hardest 
kinds women's work because the women must bend over for many 
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hours the plaiting. Pregnant women avoid this work. 
Besides the several days required gather the leaf, fire it, 
pound and cut into strips, fine mat five six feet 
will require many three days concentrated labor.

Coconut fiber belts are worn only the men. The fibers 
are dyed various colors with imported dyes end are plaited 
into attractive geometric designs. These belts are usually 
about one inch wide and are fastened various kinds tortcise 
shell buckles. belt takes one two days make depending 
upon the skill the worker. 


Feather Fans 


There only one type handicraft that made exclu~ 
sively for sale. These are feather fans that were introduced 
from Ponape recent years. said that the feather fans 
originally came into Ponape from the Marshall Island about seven 
years ago. Previous that time the only type fan made 
was purely utilitarian object manufactured from the young 
leaf the coconut tree. Feather fans consist circular 
center piece tortoise shell from three five inches 
meter. this attached small wooden handle seven eight 
inches long. The handle with plaited vari-colored 
coconut fiber. Dyed fiber plaited around the tortoise shell 
center geometric designs. When the completed 
the circular trimmed with dyed chicken feathers. 


The fiber that attached the tortoise shell and forms 
the body the fan must type that can dyed and also 
stripped into widths not less than one quarter inch. must 
also sufficiently tough permit folding double and, for 
aesthetic reasons, must thinner than pandanus. the 
shalls where the fans originated the women use fiber made from 
the bark the kalau tree (hibiscus) not found Mokil. 
fiber plentiful Ponape and has been used there for making 
skirts from times. The learned 
make the fans Ponape where hibiscus fiber also used for 
the purpose. For time hibiscus was imported for the 
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manufacture fans. Eventually, however, they discovered 
fiber made from plant growing Mokil that makes fair 
substitute. This fiber made from the flower stalk three 
varieties sh*koki and shalingwalik. 

These three varieties taro have ali been introduced since 
1937. The fiber from the taro extracted splitting the 
Stalk and scraping away the pulpy center. The outside fiber 
extracted scraping with knife with the same technique 
that used preparing coconut fiber. The fiber very 
thin and almost translucent. soon removed from 

the stalk can placed boiling dye. After being dried 
the shade for short time ready for use.

Mokil sailing canoes are extremely well built and finely 
finished, and these respects would compare favorably with 
the manufactured canoes this country.

They carry 
little less than two hundred square feel sail. The excellence 
the canoes probably due influence from the 
there are nearby island groups that approach the 
canoe building ability. said that the Marshall canoe 
was introduced into during reign around 1760. 
this time the Mokilese had only paddling canoe their 
own, Similar their present one. The Marshall canoes were much 
larger being about thirty feet long and deeper. took 
three breadfruit trees make one Harshall piece for 
the bottom, one for the stem and stern pieces and one for the 
upper part the sides, addition the great amount 
material required for canoes, they were difficult 
take across the reef.

There was shortage cloth 
for sail making, and the greatest trouble came from the differ- 
ence weights the cloth used. one was certain 
what was the best design for the cloth the particular weight 
that was able secure. There were only limited few who 
have had cloth that they consider heavy enough for good sail. 
The 1948 race was won Tepit Oliten's paneyney (number 
twenty~eight). His victory was attributed the fact that 
had sail made out eight ounce duck. the young men 
felt that their canoes were just fast Tepit's, but because 
his superior sail they had chance winning.

Paddling canoes are similar sailing canoes, the chief 
difference lying the outrigger.

the reef. This true spite the fact that taking the 
canoes outside the reef fishing expedition involves 
eral hours hard paddling. 


The people are extremely conscientious the care their 
canoes. They are always brought into the shelter canoe 
house immediately upon arrival the village. Even when 
ing another island they are drawn under the trees protect 
them from the sun. They may anchored the water but 
that case must covered with coconut fronds. Even with this 
are left the salt water for long they will attacked 
sea worms. Hence, man thinks gone more than 
three four hours will always haul his canoe into the 
shade. Because canoes cannot left the water the 
sun for any length time the frequent handling heavy 
sailing canoe creates problem.

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WHALE BOATS 


Whale boats are more directly connected with production 
for money and trade. Their most important use the 
portation copra during the cutting period that precedes the 
arrival the ship. After the copra has been cut and dried 
sacked and carried out the ship whale boats. 
present, each responsible for transporting its own 
copra. There are only twenty whale boats and those 
that not own one must wait until their more fortunate friends 
relatives have delivered their copra the ship. 


Whale boats were introduced about twenty-five 
years ago Jouab and August. Jouab bought one from the 
nese and, cooperation with August made copy from this model. 
Before that time flat bottomed row boat called lighter was 
made These lighters were much less efficient than the 
whale boats. They could not carry such heavy loads and were 
harder handle. was not long after the introduction 
whale boats that lighters stopped being used entirely and dis- 


appeared. 


order copy the whale boat precisely, forms 
boat ribs were constructed. The first ones were made Jouab, 
Jemej and August. Now most themmen know how make 
forms, and there are twenty sets the 
materials used whale boat construction can found or. the 
atoll.

Construction always take place inside the canoe house. The 
keel first laid and the stems attached. The forms are then 
put place the keel and boards are bent around the outside 
the forms the top make temporary gunwale, and loosely 


nailed hold the forms place. few the side boards 
are nailed onto the forms the bottom--about three boards 

each side the keel. From these the gunwale temporary 
boards are nailed from stem stern that the ribs can 
bent into place against them. the ribs are then forced 
into position and clamped the temporary side boards.

bing (completing the hull). The side boards are always put 
first the bottom working the gunwale.

Money Income

man may occasionally alone fish, plant coconut tree 
harvest bunch bananas; and women sometimes work alone 
craft their spare time. But such solitary activities play 
small part the economy ifokil.

The ideal stable and well 
paneyney one which the father the active 
head and still sufficiently his own work and 
direct the work his sons, important that have 
good head for "making business."

The degree which such close integration 
achieved varies with every paneyney the 


The paneyney head controls all the coconut land including 
that brought dowry his wife and his wives.

Copra production paneyney enterprise. Everyone

practice, this only occurs few paneyneys. The heads explain 
their failure divide the money saying that their sons will 
let the money slip through their fingers. The head has strong 
box which keeps the copra money along with other prized 
articles the paneyney whole.

paneyneys make point carefully dividing store food 
the separate fanilies that there will question 
inequitable distribution. store food seldom 
cooked collectively. foods are shared far 
among the elementary groups the paneyney.

such organization never found pure form. There are 
many there are separate paneyneys. Variations 
are due differences the personnel makeup the 
the personalities involved, interests the members 
the amount and quality land holdings. 


When the division land was percentages were 
found those paneyney heads who had already divided their 
land and taro land. These percentases not inclvde 
all the paneyneys the island, but only those which were 
position make such division. For example, 
paneyney thirty-six has only one adopted son twelve years 
paneyney (forty-one) there were only himself, his 
wife and baby and his mother. division land these 
cases would impossible. the paneyneys which svch 
division was possibility was found that per 
cent the paneyney heads had already designated how the 
coconut land was distributed among the junior and 
seventy~five per cent had divided the taro land. 


was found that within every paneyney the products 
the coconut land were freely shared exclusive the copra 
money. Only per cent divided the copra money 
the junior Seventy per cent shared their taro 
the Seventy four per cent the paneyney 
trolled the activities tne junior menbers, while fifty per 
cent wives paneyney heads directed the domestic activities 
their daughters-in-law. per cent the paneyneys 
cooked and ate one family unit. 


Organization 


organizations fit into four categories. 
Tae first type, includes those paneyneys which the father 
still the active head. This closely approximates the ideal. 
the father approaches old ase turns over operation the 
paneyney his eldest son who becomes the acting head. This 
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second type paneyney still well integrated because 
the father had indicated how his land 
divided among his sons its full use has already been 
delegated the future owners has not actually handed 
over then. 


Vhen the father dies the division the land the 
sons becomes fact. his sons well they may 
ship paneyney brothers. this third type paneyney 
organization their wiil probably cook separately, 
harvest their taro separately and may even use the products 
the coconut land separately. The copra will still 
produced jointly and proceeds divided the brotiers. 
the activities brothers and their families 
are independent but there close cooperation them 
building houses and canoes and other activities contri- 
buting the common good. 


Partnership paneyneys may formed perforce when the 
land holdings the paneyney inadequate divided 
and worked separately provide subsistence for several 
elementary families. This same amount land, however, will 
provide subsistence for extended labor and re- 
sources are pooled. often happens those cases where land 
holdings are that the father requests the brothers not 
split into separate paneyneys his death. This has 
great influence holding such paneyney even the 
brothers are not congenial. But the cohesive force 
partnership type paneyney organization necessarily built 
harmonious reletions and interests, 


fourth paneyney, variation the partnership 
brothers, formed when one the brothers dies leaving 
take over his land holdings.

discussing these types integration within paneyneys 
was pointed out thet there were two kinds partnership 
peneyneys, thet composed brothers and, more rarely, that 
composed uncles and nephews. was said that these types 
organization were much more loosely knit than those 
which the father was still and that such alliances 
were based primarily congeniality, although other factors 
enter those cases which the brothers and/or 
uncles and nephews set separate paneyneys after the death 
the head the ties continued between them, acting the basis 
for strong cooperation. Just partnership 
brothers can expected more closely 
integrated than those between uncles and nephews, the same 
way bonds between paneyneys headed brothers can expected 
more frequently recognized than those between uncles and 
nephews. These are the kinship ties that hold paneyneys 
but must kept mind thet the same ties can 
end often are ignored for practical purposes. brothers 
uncles and nephews dislike each other, there may 
minimum cooperation between their paneyneys. Kinship 
the basis upon which cooperation between paneyneys can 
supported but congeniality modifying factor.

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When companies are formed the men try work with those 
people who are closely related and also with men who have 
reputation hard and competent workers. However, there 
way excluding others. After company formed, anyone 
who wishes may join. example, 1947, company 
was formed with only fourteen members. Two months later this 
company had increased members. Some the 
men that joined later without invitation had particularly 
heavy jobs planned. Jeji paneyney thirty was one who joined, 
after the company was formed,for the purpose having the 
members dig new tero pit ilanton. The water level his 
site was about ten feet below the surface the ground.

Church Structure

The Women's Church has five officers wita the same names 
and duties the Upper Five officers Christian Endeavor. 
These offices are held for period two months. the end 
each term new officers are appointed the retiring president. 
Appointments are determined from the records kept the secretary 
concerning, and their devotion the church. The 
Women's Church meets every Friday afternoon. men including the 
preacher ever attend. 


Semi-annually the last Friday August and the last 
Friday February, ell the officers the Women's Church 
who have served during the past six months organize kamatip 
for the benefit the entire island. The past three presidents 
each contribute five taro and one pig. The remaining officers 
two three taro piece. All the other women the 
island including the few bring one wash basin full 
food their own choosing. the pattern that 
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the guests. Similar public kamatips are given throughout 
the year Christian Endeavor and the regular church. 


The third organization, Christian Endeavor, more exclusive 
and certainly stricter what requires its members. Within 
Christian Endeavor are two parallel organizations, one for 
men and one for women. section has its own officers and, 
eertain occasions, conducts its services separately. There 
separate hierarchy within Christian Endeavor which certain 
extent involves the Women's Church organization and the top 
level becomes pert the regular church. (See Table X.)

considered much worse, however, for person 
high rank than for one low rank the church 
any sort offense. who are merely Pwinmelon are not 
thought strong Christians. expected that they 
will frequently "fall down" smoking some other more 
serious offense. From time time men who are the 
Pwinmelon level will decide that too much strain 
hide their smoking and will voluntarily drop out 
Christian Endeavor that they can smoke openly. During 
cigarette shortage these same men will often decide that 
Since there are cigarettes anyway they have nothing lose 
and might well ask reinstated. This request 
accompanied the usual repentance for past misdeeds and 
promises lead better life the future. 


That even the staunchest members Christian Endeavor 
pay only lip service the rule regarding smoking attested 
the fact that they never condemn fellow for 
smoking secret. recognized that some men have 
developed for cigarettes that cannot denied. 

This true even for men good character who 
all other respects are considered good Christians. Ifa 
visiting dignitary makes gifts cigarettes the people 
the non-smoking members Christian Endeavor take their share 
along with the rest for the purpose giving then their 
friends and relatives who smoke. Cigarette smoking 
not considered inherently evil. prohibition ruling 
that has been arbitrarily imposed upon the people the 
introduction Christian Endeavor. Christian Endeavor 
bers are actually the most successful cigarette speculators 
during shortage primarily because they are not tempted 
smoke their supply. 


Adultery more serious offense than smoking the 
eyes the community and Christian Nevertheless 
the same tolerance, the same sympathy and understanding 
shown for those whe transgress this manner for 
The understanding even more honest regard 
adultery because nearly every person the island has 
time another had effair that came public attention.

During the period his separation from her Alen sought out 
the King's mother Sopi and slept her. this time Alen 
was fifty-four years old and Sopi was sixty-six. year later 
Alen's wife Naite, forty-six years old, had affair 
with Okinawan the name Alen's reletions 
with Sopi were not generally know this time. Naite's 
affair with Tira became the scandal ilokil because was 
carried openly. frequently paid visits 
his house broad daylight. eventually became 
enamored Naite that went August and Lepen and asked 
that Neite given divorce from Alen that could marry 
her. They refused his request. Consumed with desire for 
her swore publicly that would Alen who, back 
was obstacle his pleasure.

Extra-marital relations are common that father 
maintain great vigilance over the actions 
his caughter wife.
